Abſtract of the Letters patent. 


Hs Society are, by the foreſaid Patent, im- 
powered to receive Subſcriptions, Mortifi- 
cations, Donations, Legacies, Sums of Money, 
Lands, Goods and Gear, and therewith to ere& 
and maintain Schools to teach to read, eſpecially 
the holy Scriptures, and other good and pious 
Books, alſo to teach Writing, Arithmetick, and 
ſuch ike Degrees of Knowledge, in the Highlands, 
Iflands, and remote Corners of Scotland, and in 
popiſh and infidel Parts of the World, and to uſe 
ſuch Means tor inſtructing the People in the Chri- 
ſtan reformed Proteſtant Religion, as may be 
competent. They are ordained 'to have a gene- 
ral Meeting at Edinburgh the firſt Thurſdays of 
January, March, June and November yearly, at 
three of the Clock after Noon, and oftner, when, 
and where they ſhall think meet, and Nine to be 
a Quorum. Upon the firſt Tharſday of January 
yearly, they are appointed toele& their Preſident, 
Treaſurer, Secretary or Clerk, one or more, and 
fifteen Perfons to be a Committee of Directors or 
Managers, and other Officers and Servants, as 
they ſhall find needful, to continue till the firſt 
Timrſday of January next thereafter, or until o- 
thers be choſen to ſucceed them; and the Preſi- 
dent is to adminiſter an Oath de deli adminiſtra- 
tione 
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tione officii, to the Clerk, and thereafter the 
Clerk to the Preſident, and the Preſident to each 
of the reſt, before they act in their reſpective Of- 
fices, Further, the Society, at any of their quar- 
terly Meetings, may aſſume into their Number 
ſuch of the Contributors (being Proteſtants) as 
they ſhall judge ſit for aſſiſting to carry on this De- 
ſign, The ſaid Committee of Fifteen are ordain- 
ed to meet the firſt Thurſday of every Month, and 
oftner, as Need requires, any Three of them be- 
ing a Quorum, to proſecute the Orders of che ge- 
neral Meeting, audite the Treaſurer's Accounts, 
ripen and prepare Overtures and Matters, and 
to lay their whole Tranſactions and Management 
before the general Meeting quarterly, The So- 
ciety are alſo impowered, as they ſhall ſee Cauſe, 
to nominate fit Perſons, in any Places of his Ma- 
jeſty s Dominions, or elſewhere, for receiving. 
Subſcriptions, Money, or other Things contri- 
buted towards the foreſaid Deſign, who are to 
tranſmit Accounts thereof ro the Committee. gt 
Edinburgh, or the general Meeting, for laying 
out ſuch Sums as they ſhall be intruſted with, 
and ordered by the Society to lay ont, for en- 
quiring concerning the Faithfulneſs, Diligence and 
Succeſs of the Perſons employed upon the foreſaid 
Fund, and for keeping a Carreſpondenee with 
the Committee at Edinburgh, about theſe Particu- 
lars, and what elſe concerns the foreſaid Society. 
This Society are declared capable to purchaſe and 
enjoy Lands, Tenements, Rents, Tacks, Liber- 
ties, Privileges and Juriſdictions, in Fie and Per- 
petuity, not exceeding the yearly Value of 2000 L. 
Sterling, and all other moveable Eſtates, Debts, 
Sums of Money, Goods and Gear whatſoever, the 
Rents, Revenues, Annualrents and Profits of the 
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capital Stock, to expend, ware out and be 
for the Support and Maintenance of this pious 
Deſign; but not to diminiſh the capital Stock 
ſubſcribed for or mortified · Likewiſe they are 
declared able and capable to purſue and defend, 
in all Courts and Places, before whatſoever Judge 
or Judges, and all and ſundry other Matters and 
Things to do, in as full and ample Form and 
Manner, as any other Subjects, or any other So- 
ciety, Corporation or Body politick, within this 
Realm, can do, in any ſort. Alſo they are al- 
lowed a common Seal, and, at their quarterly 
Meetings, and at no other Time, have Power to 
make Rules and Ordinances,and to alter the ſame, 
as they ſhall ſee moſt convenient, and to give Or- 
ders and Encouragements to thoſe they employ, 
which Orders are ordained to be obſerved by all 
concerned.” It is alſo enjoyned, that none be em- 
ployed upon this Fund, as Teachers in any Capaci- 
ty. but ſuch, as being tried by a Presbytery, ſhall 
be by them certified to be Men of Piety, Loyal- 
ty, Prudence, Gravity, competent Knowledge 
and Literature, and other Chriſtian and neceſ- 
ſary Qualifications ſuited to their Stations, The 
Society are impowered, upon the Death of any 
of their Number, or of their Preſident, Secretary, 
or other Officers or Servants, or upon their mal- 
verſing, or not attending in their reſpective Stati- 
ons, at a general Meeting, to chooſe others to 
ſucceed, and alſo to impoſe and exact Fines, not 
excceding 10 L. Kerling, for Malverſation, be- 
fides Damages to the Society and others concern- 
ed, and 10 ſp, Sterling for each Abſence from 
their Stations without a relevant Excuſe. The 
Books of the Society are appointed to be'parent 
to every Subſcriber, who are allowed and im7

id ted by them, in what tends to the Furtherance 
id ol this Deſign, when required thereto.

and their Committee having, by their Appo int- 
ment, prepared an Overture to that Effect, the

Scholars thereat; and beſides, there are ſome- 
times more and ſometimes fewer Scholars at all 
/- | theſe Schools; however, we may ſafely ſay this 
Society hath upwards of - 3000 Scholars yearly 
ies taught vpon their Funds. And further, many 
of their Scholars are teaching Children in Fami- 
a- lies and remote Places. 5 . 
heſe Schools are ordered to be frequently vi- 
th fited, not only by the Miniſter of the Pariſh, but 
alſo by the Correſpondents, and Enquirie and 
Reports are made, according to the Commiſſion 
before inſerted, which Reports are examined by 
Rf the Committee, and if they are found defective 
or faulty, the Defects and Faults are noticed and 
cenſured. From theſe Reports it appears, that 
not only Children are taught, but, in ſome Pla- 
ces, Servants leave their Service for a Time, to 
attend the Schools, yea, even married Perfons 
SS _ 
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come to them; and Children of Popiſh Parents 
are taught the Principles of the Proteſtant Reli- 
ion thereat, and many of them come to 
Church. The Subje&s taught the Society's Scho- 
lars, are, the Principles of Religion, Reading of 
Engliſh, Writing, Arithmetick and Church Mu- 
ſick; and the Succeſs of this Undertaking is very 
remarkable, and has given great Satisfaction to 
many. In divers Pariſhes, where few could read, 


the greateſt Part of the riſing Generation can 


now read diſtin&ly, and do come ro Church with 
their Bibles. In ſome Places where the Miniſter 
had ſo few Hearers who underſtood Engliſh, that 
he was obliged to perform all the Parts of his Of- 
fice in the Iriſb Language, he now officiates in Eu- 
gliſb, to the full Underſtanding of many of his 


Hearers. 


| Divers of theſe Schools being ſettled in remote Il. 


Iſlands, and Corners of Countries, where Mini- 
ſters have two or three, or more Places for Wor- 
ſhip, at which they preach by Turns, and in 
ſome of them but once, twice, thrice, four, five 
or ſix Times in the Year at moſt, the Society 
takes Care, that the Schoolmaſters ſent to theſe 
Places, be duly qualified; and they, in the Mi- 
niſter s Abſence, on the Lord's Day, do, by his 
Direction, convene their Scholars in the Church, 
or moſt centrical Place, and pray and fing Pſalms 
with them, and read the holy Scripture, and a 
Sermon, or Part of ſome good and pious Book to 
them, and make the Scholars repete the Cate- 
chiſm publickly, and do catechize them, and ſuch 
other Perſons as will ſubmit to their Examinati- 
on ; and many of the People, near to thoſe Places, 
do attend theſe Exerciſes, and joyn therein. And

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the. iſp Language, who would accept of being 
Schoolmaſters and Catechiſts, the Society have 
been in uſe, upon ſufficient Certificates, after 
Trial, as formerly mentioned, to grant an Al- 
lowance of Money and Clothes to ſuch hopeful 
Youths,, having: Viſb, as are not in caſe to main- 
tain themſelves, and who will engage to ſerve 
as Schoolmaſters in the Highlands and Iſlands, 
when found qualified! ; and divers of theſe, bred 
Ii the Scciety's Schools, are now teaching others, 
both in publick Schools and private Families, A- 
ry Contributors, who deſire farther Satisfaction 
of rhe Premiſles, and of the State of the Society s 
Affairs, may bave it from the Secretary. and.

the parochial Schools provided by Law, and 


thoſe then maintained by the ſaid Society; and. 


it was repreſented in that Report, which wasaf- 
terwards printed, That there are many other 
Places, beſides theſe mentioned therein, where 
Schools are very much wanted, and where they 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed, when it could be conveni- 
ently done ; but this noble Deſign of the Parlia- 
ment has not yet taken Effect. It is true, His 
late Majeſty, in the Year 1725. was graciouſly 
pleaſed, out of His own royal Bounty, to grant 
1000 I. Sterling yearly to the General Aſſembly 
of the Church, for maintaining itinerant Mini-

a moſt noble Deſign, and it has been continued 
by our preſent gracious Sovereign, and-has alrea- 
dy had good Effects, and tends much to the 
bringing over of the Inhabitants of theſe Parts, 
to be more favourable to His Majeſty's Govern- 
ment; and the Papiſts, and other diſaffected 
Perſons, ſeem afraid of the Effects thereof, for 
they do, in ſome Places, give no Countenance to 
theſe Miſſionaries, and fail not to reproach the 
Management; however, it is certain, that not 
only poor ignorant profeſſed Proteſtants are get- 
ting good Inſtruction that Way, but alſo ſome 
Papiſts have been brought over to embrace the 
Truth; and it cannot but be evident to any in- 
telligent Perſon, that the meſt effectual Method 
for ad vancing the Intereſt of Religion and Vir- 
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rue, civilizing theſe poor People, and making 
them loyal Subjects, uſeful to themſclves and the 


Country, is learning them to read the Scriptures, 


and other good and uſeful Books, and inſtructing 
them in the Principles of Religion, by CASO 
going from Houſe to Houſe. 


The Iſles of Orkney and Zetland, which are ma- 


ny, and wherein are Thirty Miniſters, are not 
comprehended 1n the before mentioned Bounds; 
in theſe Parts ſome Miniſters have Two or Three 
Churches lying in divers Iſlands, under their 
Care. There are Thirty three inhabired Iſlands 
in Orkney, one of them Twenty four Miles in 
Length, another Twelve. In Zetland there are 
above Thirty inhabited Iſlands, being about 
Sixty Miles in Length, ſome Ifles there are Six 
or Seven Miles long: From all which it ap- 
pears, that a great Fund is neceſſary to carry on 
the Deſign of the Society ; and here is propoſed 
an excellent Occaſion for ſuch as love and deſire 
the Advancement of the Knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and the Good of their 
Fellow-creatures, and their native Country, to 
extend their Charity as GOD doth enable them. 
The carrving on of this great Work requires 
greater Afi ſtince than what the Society has yet 
had, and being now in an united State with Eng- 
land, and we having all one common Intereſt, and 
finding that divers charitably diſpoſed Perſons, e 
ven ſome of the higheſt Diſtinction, had counte- 
nanced this Defien and contributed thereto, rhe 
foreſaid Society have been thereby encouraged 
to agree upon a Correſpondence with their pro- 
teſtant Friends there, in this Matter ; but before 
1 inſert the Commiſſion for that Effect, it is 

thought proper to take in What follows. 
Rules 
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Rules, Directions and Orders given by this 
Saczety concerning their Schools. 


I. HAT none be employed by the So- 
ciety to teach theſe Schools, but Perſons 
of Piety, Loyalty, Prudence, Gravity, compe- 
tent Knowledge and Literature, and who hav- 
ing been tried and examined by the Presbytery 
of the Bounds in which they uſually reſide, fhall 
be recommended by them to the Society, as du- 
ly qualified for that Work. 
2. The Maſters of theſe Schools are to be care- 
ful to train up thoſe that ſhall be under their 
Charge, in the Knowledge of God, and the Prin- 


ciples of the Chriſtian reformed Religion, and for 


that End are to teach them the ſhorter Catechiſm 
of this Church, beginning with ſuch Queſtions of 
the Catechiſm as are moſt eaſily underſtood, and 
are of greateſt Neceſſity, and from thoſe going on 
to the reſt, and explaining them .by the Help of 
ſome good Expoſition: And that the Principles 
and Duties of Chriſtianity, contained in the Ca- 
techiſm, may be the better underſtood, and more 
eaſily remembred by the Scholars, the School- 
maſters are to catechize them, at leaſt, twice a 
Week; and it is hoped the Miniſters of the ſeve- 
ral Pariſhes where theſe Schools ſhall be erected, 
will give their Aſſiſtance for the better Inſtru- 
ction of the Scholars, by catechizing them once a 
Month. | 

3. The Maiters of theſe Schools are to take 
particular Care of the Marners and Behaviour of 
their Scholars, and by their own Example, as 
well as Inſtructions, recommend to them the ſe- 
veral 
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veral Parts and Duties of a ſober and religious 
Converſation; and they are, by all proper Me- 
thods, to diſcourage: and corre& the Beginnings 
of Vice, and particularly Lying, Swearing, Cur(- 
ing, profaning the Lord's Day, Stealing, Ge. 
at the ſame time minding them of ſuch Parts of 
the holy Scripture and Catechiſm, where ſuch 
Things are mentioned as forbidden by God, and 
the contrary Duties commanded, that ſo they 
may the better remember and underſtand the Uſe 
of the holy Scripture and the Catechiſms, and 
learn to govern their Life by them. T 

4. The Maſters ſhall pray Morning and Even- 
ing in the School, and endeavour to inſtruct and 
engage the Scholars to pray in private, at leaſt 
Morning and Evening, and to beg a Bleſſing be- 
fore, and to give God Thanks after Meat. 

5- The Maſters ſhall not. only frequent the 
publick Worſhip themſelves on the Lord's Day, 
and other Occaſions, but ſhall alſo rake Care 
that their Scholars do the ſame, and that they 
behave themſelves in the Church with due At- 
tention and Reverence: And to oblige them to 
the greater Attention, they ſhall, either on the 
Lord's Day in the Evening, or Muzday Morning, 
call them to an Account of what they remember 
of the Lecture and Sermons which they have 
heard; and when the Schools are at ſuch à Di- 
ſtance from the Church, as that the Scholars can- 
not, in bad Weather, attend the publick Worſhip, 
then the Maſter ſhall ſpend a conſiderable Part 
of the Lord's Day, both Morniag and Afternoon, 
with his Scholars in praying, ſinging Pſalms, read- 
ing the holy Scriptures, and catechizing, that ſo 
that holy Day may not be profaned, but may 
be ſpent as uſefully as can be in ſuch Circumſtan- 
ces. | 9 5 6. The 
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S. The Maſters are comſtantly to attend their 


proper Buſineſs in the Schools, during the Hours 


appointed for teaching, namely, from Seven to 
Eleven in the Morning, and from One to Five in 


the Evening, for Eight Months in the Year, uz. 
ftom the firſt of February to the firſt of October, and 
for the other Four Months, from Eight or Nine 
in the Morning to T'welve, and from One to 
Three or Four in the Evening: And if theſe 
Diets be found inconvenient, the School maſter 
may, with the Advice and Conſent of che Mini- 
er of the Pariſh, make ſuch Alterations there- 
in as may be found neceſſary; and he ſhall, with 
che fixſt Opportunity, acquaint the Society, or 
their Committee, with theſe Alterations, and the 
Reaſons of them, that they may give ſuch Dire- 
ctions therein as they ſhall think fit. 

7. The Maſters are to teach their Scholars to 
read, and for that end, ſhall teach them the true 
Spelling of Words, and Diſtinction of Syllables, 
with the Points and Stops, which is neceſſary to 
right reading, and ſerve to make them more mind- 
ful of what they read: And after they are taught 
to read, the Maſters are to make them read e- 
very Day ſome Portion of the holy Scripture, e- 
ſpecially ſuch Parts of it as are moſt ſuited to 
their Capacities, | 

8. That as ſoon as they can read competently 
well, the Maſter ſhall teach them to write a fair 
legible Hand, and alſo inftru& -them in the Ele- 
ments, and. moſt neceſſary Rules of Arithmetick, 
that they may be thereby rendred more uſeful in 
their ſeveral Stations in the World, but not to 
teach any Latin or Iriſh, 

9. The Society's Schoolmaſters are not to de- 


mand any Thing of their Scholars: But if Gen- 


tlemen, 
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tlemen, or others, that are in plentiful Circum- 
ſtances, think fit to ſend their Children to theſe 
Schools, and do freely offer to pay for their Edu- 
cation, then the Maſters are not forbid to accept 
of what they give. 

10. That the Schoolmaſters take the moſt pro- 
-per Methods for obliging their Scholars to attend 
at the Hours appointed for teaching, particular- 
ly, they are to uſe their Intereſt with the Parents 
of the Children, or others, whoſe Care they are 
under, that they may not ſuffer them to be ab- 
ſent at ſuch Hours; and they are to call over the 
Names of their Scholars every Morning and Af- 
ternoon, to know whether they come conſtantly 
at School Hours, and if any be miſſing, to mark 
their Names, with a Note for Tarde, and ano- 
ther for AbJent in quarterly Bills, wherein alſo a- 
ny groſs Faults the Scholars ſhall be guilty of, are 
to be marked, and laid before the Viſitors, in 
order to their Correction or Expulſion. | 

11. For the Encouragement of the poor Scholars 
that are taught gratis in theſe Schools, the Socie- 
ty deſigns to give a new Bible to every one of 


them, aſſoon as it is atteſted by the Viſitors, tbat 


they can read the Bible perfectly. And the Soci- 


ety farther intend, if their Fund increaſes, as it 


is hoped it will, to give ſome farther Premiums to 
ſach of the Scholars as ſhall recommend them- 
ſelves to the Viſitors by a more than ordinary 
Proficiency in Learning, and by a ſober and diſ- 
creet Converſation; and the Society will give an 
Allowance to ſome of the Scholars that are quali- 
fied, to encourage them to aſſiſt the Schoolmaſter, 
where the Schools are numerous, in teaching the 
other Scholars, that ſo, after having ſpent ſome 
Time in teaching under the Inſpection of a School- 

| | maſter, 
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maſter, they may be fitted to teach Schools them- 
ſelves, or, at leaſt, may be uſefully employed 
when they return Home, in inſtructing their 
Friends and Neighbours ; and by this means the 
Knowledge of God, and of the true Religion, 
may be diffuſed in the Places to which they be- 
long. | | | 

12. It is expected, that the Schoolmaſters will, 
as often as they can, ſpend ſome of the Time 
that they are not obliged to beſtow on their Scho- 
lars, eſpecially on the Saturday Afternoon, and 
Lord's Days, in catechizing and inſtructing
